This was a match of special 
interest to national coach Rudi 
Gutendor?, for it featured at least 
six candidates for the Socceroa 
squad — Martyn Crook, John 
Kasmina, John Yzendoorn, Jim

All of them came through it 
well — especially Buljevic and 
Kosinina. 

Kosmina was always first to 
the ball, bringing it down and 
shielding it well, laying it off 
to supporting players, or push- 
ing it wide and running for- 
ward into space to get it back.

Jamie Paton has discovered. 


Paton, probably the most 
successful goal poacher in 
Australia, has come in for 
some criticism from his coach 
because of his work rate. 

Poulakakis maintains 
Paton’s role in the Heidelberg 
team extends further than 
scoring goals, and that the 
striker must improve his de- 
fensive work. 

“Jamie's attacking work is 
outstanding,’ said Manny,” 
and few players around have 
his ability in front of goal. But 
he has a job to do when his 
team hasn't got possession of 
the ball, and it’s in this area 
that he’s been falling down. 

“As soon as the ball is lost 
on the forward line, it’s the 
forwards job to chase and 
apply pressure to the opposi- 
tion player with the ball. By 
chasing the ball as soon as it is 
lost, the ition is forced 
into pushing the ball back- 

“wards and square across the 
field, which means the oppo- 
nents aren’t attacking.”’ 

Poulakakis said he was 
trying to change Paton’s habit 
of standing around in the 
centre of the field when he 
wasn’t in the play. 

“IT watched Paton play 
against Partizan Belgrade for 
‘Victoria,’’ said Poulakakis,” 
and he did a lot of defensive 
work. I analysed his game, and 
he chased back into the mid- 
field and defence on 12 occa- 
sions. 

“This is part of a forwards 
job, and now he must do as 
much work for Heidelberg as 
he does for Victoria. He’s not 
there just to score goals.” 

However, Poulakakis has no 
complaints about Paton’s 
work rate once the ball is in at- 
tack. 

“I'm lucky enough to have 
two “‘lions’ in my forward 
line,"* said Manny. ‘Gary Cole 
and Paton are so energetic 
when the ball is in the scoring 
zone, and will shoot at goal 
whenever there is half an 
opening. 

“Branko Buljevic has been 
in brilliant form recently, and 
as well as being a dangerous 
forward, he's doing his jobas a 
defensive player. Branko is 
doing more running back then 
ever before.” 

Poulakakis may be able to 
find small faults in his forward 
division, but the facts are Hei- 
delberg has one of the strong- 
est striking trios in Australia. 
Poulakakis knows this, and be- 
lieves Paton, Buljevic and 
Cole will be able to exploit 
weak links in the South Mel- 
bourne defence. 


“Defence is one area in 
which South Melbourne has 
struggled this year,’’ said 
Manny. ‘We will not have any 
special plans for our match 
against Souths, but know what 
we have to do to crack the 
team's back line. 


“Mike Pye likes to overlap 
on the right side, and some- 
times he commits himself to 
attack too much. We can make 
something out of this if we can 
get the ball quickly to Bulje- 
vic, who would have a one-on- 
one situation with another de- 
fender. Buljevic’s great skills 
make him a dangerous player 
in these situations.” 






Alan Davidson, the South 
Melbourne left back, also likes 
to push up and aid the attack, 
but Poulakakis has a feeling he 
will play in midfield against 
Heidelberg. 

“There is no point making 
extravagant plans when a 
couple of positional changes by 
the opposition will render 
them useless,’ explained 
Manny 

Another weak point in the 
South Melbourne defence is 
lack of pace. 

“One of the centre backs is 
slow on the turn,”’ said Manny, 
“and the speed of Paton and 
Cole will cause problems.” 

Poulakakis is aware South 
Melbourne has dangerous 
players. 


“South Melbourne has 
some great individuals, and 
perhaps this is the team’s 
downfall,’ said Poulakakis-. 
“The skilful individuals aren’t 
combining as a team. 


“Alun Evans is a top player, 
but I will not have one of my 
players following him around. 
We can cover him by making 
sure he has pressure on him 
whenever in possession. The 
defence, as a whole, will have 
to combine to cut out the 
threat of dangerous players.”’ 


Poulakakis is a former 
coach of South Melbourne, but 
only two players remain of the 
1977 team Manny coached. 
They are Mike Pye and 
Duncan Cummings. 


“Obviously there have been 
a lot of changes at South Mel- 
bourne since I was there,’’ he 
said, ‘‘but still I have friends 
at that club. However, I'm a 
professional coach and Heidel- 
berg is my club. I desperately 
want Heidelberg to defeat 
South Melbourne, and will be 
very upset if we fail. 


“The rivalry that exists be- 
tween the supporters of the 
two teams doesn’t really 
extend to the players and 
coaches. We'll fight hard 
during the match, but after- 
wards will be friends.” 


In the match against Marco- 
ni, Poulakakis made a major 
change to the Heidelberg 
defence, moving sweeper John 
Yzendoorn to right back. Pat 
Bannon was drafted in from 
midfield to fill the vacant de- 
fensive post. 


*“Yzendoorn will stay at full 
back,”’ said Manny. ‘‘The only 
reason I switched him there 
was his lack of height. In the 
centre of defence there are 
many high balls to deal with 
and he is disadvantaged chal- 
lenging in the air. 


“He has great ability, sta- 
mina and is a very determined 
player. John is eager to learn, 
and would run through a brick 
wall to win a game. These 
assets make him a natural at- 
tacking full back. 


“Against Marconi in Sydney 
he was opposed by Peter Shar- 
ne, one of the best wingers in 
Australia, but he came out on 
top. As well as defending, he 
gave us width on the right and 
a lot of drive. 


“Tf he’s to play in the nation- 
al team, it will be at right 
back.”

John Margaritis 
will coach South 
Melbourne this 
Sunday against his 
old club Heidelberg 
Utd after the resigna- 
tion of Duncan 
VicKay. 

McKay resigned as 
coach of South Melbourne 
last Monday night after the 
committee gave him a 
vote of no confidence. He 
took over the job only 10 
weeks ago after the resig- 
nation of Dave Maclaren. 


Mc Kay wanted a vote of 
confidence and a one-year 
contract to continue as 
coach of South Melbourne 
after being plagued by 
rumours that he would be 
sacked. 


He was denied a vote of 
confidence, and so prompt- 
ly resigned. © 


‘It was a waste of time 
coaching under the cir- 
cumstances,’ said 
McKay. “‘I was sick of all 
the rumours, and was 
quite happy it came to a 
head. 

“The club has been in a 
mess all year, and there’s 
no way the problems can 
be fixed quickly. Stability 
is needed to get the club in 
shape, but as long as South 
Melbourne keeps changing 
it will go nowhere. 

McKay blamed the sup- 
porters for the constant 
radical change in the club. 

“The supporters run 
South Melbourne, and as 
long as these hot-headed 
fans have influence in the 
decision making, the club 
will get nowhere.” 

Pressure on McKay 
grew in recent weeks when 
South Melbourne lost five 
out of its last six games. 
and remained rooted in 
second-bottom place. 

He had started well at 
South Melborne, leading 
the team to three wins in 
four games. 

Margaritis was sacked 
as coach of Heidelberg 
after a row with com- 
mitteeman Spiros Rombo- 
tis, and was replaced by 
Manny Poulakakis, a 
former coach of South 
Melbourne. 

Margaritis had two 
stints with Heidelberg in 
the Philips League. The 
first came when he re- 
placed JIm Adam in 1977 
and led Heidelberg to third 
place. 

He moved to West Adel- 
aide at the start of the 1978 
season, but later left to 
succeed Tony Boggi at 
Heidelberg midway 
through the season. 

Ironically, Jim Adam 
was the man who replaced 
Margaritis at West Adel- 
aide in 1978, and he led the 
Greek club from South 
Australia to the PSL 
championship. 

Margaritis was with 
West Adelaide in 1976 and 
with South Melbourne in 
1975. He played for South 
Melbourne in the early 
1960s. 

Such is the coaching 
round about that opposing 
coaches this Sunday — 
Margaritis and Manny 
Poulakakis — have been in 
charge of both the teams 
on two occasions.

League coach. 

He took over on April 25 
and left on July 9, and in 
that time was in control 
for 10 matches. 

South Melbourne won 
three games in that time, 
drew one and lost six. 

He bought only one 
player during that time. — 
Green Gully Ajax striker 
Steve Carr, who cost South 
Melbourne $8,500. 

Before coaching South 
Melbourne, McKay coach- 
ed Green Gully Ajax and 
the Victorian State team in 
1978, and was in charge of 
Essendon Croatia in 1977. 

He coached Azzurri in 
Perth, and was a youth 
coach of Glasgow Celtic. 

McKay played over 200 
league games for Celtic, 
and represented Scotland 
at full international level. 

His succeeded another 
Scot, Dave Maclaren, who 
is now coach of Victorian 
State League club George 
Cross. 

Maclaren was at South 
Melbourne for 1; seasons 
after guiding the success- 
ful Hakoah Sydney (now 
Sydney City) for many sea- 
sons. 

Maclaren was respon- 
sible for a massive clean 
out at South Melbourne at 
the start of the 1978 sea- 
son. He rebuilt the team 
spending large amounts of 
money. 

He signed Sammy 
Wright (Wolves, England), 
Bertie Lutton (Hakoah 
Sydney), John Hansen 
(Sweden), Alun Evans 
(WalisaH, England), 
Frank Munro (Celtic. 
Scotland), Stuart Baxter 
(Preston, England) and 
George Campbell (Aber- 
deen, Scotland). 

Despite the massive 
spending spree, South Mel- 
bourne failed to win an 
honor, finishing in the top 
four. 

This season Maclaren 
continued to spend freely, 
buying goalkeeper Peter 
Laumets (Preston, Victor- 
ia), Ken Drakeford and 
Tony Turner (from Eng- 
land).

show the way 


Put together a birthday party car ride, a 
folded soccer club, a meeting on the school 
house steps, two men’s love of soccer and 10 
years of hard work and what do you get? The 
answer is a thriving Victorian soccer club by 
the name of Greensborough. 


It all started when Roy 
Streeters’ son Alan had a 
birthday party in 1968. 
While mum cleared up 
after the party, Roy took 
the boys for a car ride and 
happened to pass a ground 
where a junior game was 
in progress. 


Being a soccer fanatic him- 
self, he was amazed that the 
boys knew nothing about the 
game, 


He set about organising the 
group of boys, gave them some 
training and arranged a few 
friendly games to give them 
practise 


In early 1969 he got together 
some interested parents with 
the idea of forming the Green- 
sborough Soccer Club. 


The inaugural meeting was 
to be held in the local State 
schoo! but the caretaker had 
gone out for the evening and 
failed to leave the keys so the 
meeting was held on the school 
steps (it was a warm night). 


Present at the meeting was 
Les Stafford who was repre- 
senting the just-folded Wat- 
sonia S.C. 


He offered some players, 
equipment, a home ground 
(Willinda Park) and his own 
experience. 


The offer was accepted and 
the Greensborough club came 
into being with Roy as secre- 
tary and Les as president. 


In the 10 years since that 
first meeting a lot of people 
have worked hard to make 
“The "Boro”’ the thriving club 
that it is today, with nine 
junior teams, a ladies’ team 
and three senior teams. 


After the first season when 
they started with one (U/12) 
team (and finished with two) 
the club built up the number of 
teams each year. 


At the start of the 1973 
season it was realized that the 
older boys would have to have 
a senior team to go to so the 
club entered one in the District 
League. 


In that first season the 
senior team finished in third 
place and the Reserves fin- 
ished on top of the ladder and 
also reached the final of the 
District League Reserves Cup, 


The young lads went down 
2-1 in the final against a more 
experienced Nunawading Utd 


In 1974 it was the seniors’ 
turn to reach the final of the 
District League Cup where 
they lost to Mitcham 2-1 in 
extra time after a thrilling 
game. 


In 74 and 75 the senior side 
was always near the top at 
seasons end and in 1976, fin- 
ished as champion of its lea- 
gue 


The reserves did the club 
proud by winning the league 
for four years in a row (1973- 
1976 inclusive) which was a 
pretty good feat by a team of 
mainly 17 and 18-year-olds! 


A ladies’ team was formed 
in 1974 and was soon into top 
pear. Since the teething 
troubles of the first season the 
girls have not looked back, 
being the premier ladies team 
in Victoria. They make a habit 
of winning everything. Cups. 
pennants, shields, lightning 
premierships, five-a-side-com- 
petitions — you name it, 
they've won it! 


From their ranks comes 
half the Victorian State ladies’ 
squad. Players like Shona 
Bass, Andrea Martin, Jeanette 
Melvin, Sandra Kemp and 
Betty Hoare have all repre- 
sented Victoria and some of 
them have even made it into 
the Australian team. 


The club is proud of its 
ladies but has one complaint — 
it has not enough room in 
which to put all the trophies 
they have won!! 


In 1877 the Provisional 
League was reorganised by the 
V.S_F. and Greensborough was 
elevated from District League 
to the First Division. 


"Boro took off like a house 
on fire to lead the league for 
the first half of the season, but 
slumped in the second half to 
finish down the ladder. 


Last year they finished in 
the middle of the table and this 
year they have not been going 
too well 


The club is working hard to 
reverse this slump and has 
just signed Joe Abonyi and 
Mark Finlayson from More- 
land S.C. to strengthen the 
team. 


Greensborough’s home 
ground, Willinda Park, is the 
envy of most clubs that visit 
there. The facilities are ex- 
cellent and the pitch is good 
now that extensive drainage 
has been installed. 


The setting, in a natural 
bowl with the playing surface 
surrounded by an asphalt run- 
ning track is magnificent. 


The Diamond Valley Council 
has been most helpful over the 
years and the next step by the 
club will be to look into the 
possibility of lights at the 
park 


With all the junior, ladies’ 
and senior activities going on, 
it was hard for the members to 
keep up-to-date on club infor- 
mation so last year the then 
president, Allen McGilp, de- 
cided to produce a club news- 
letter. 


Alan, a printer by trade, 
made such a good job of the 
“Boro Bulletin’ that it was 
soon being hailed as the best 
club publication in Victoria, 
featuring match reports, over- 
seas soccer news, club notes 
and action photos of “Boro 
games, It is a tribute to Alan's 
dedication and skill. 


The ‘Boro has come @ long 
way since that meeting on the 
school house steps and is look- 
ing forward to going even fur- 
ther in the years to come.

Last week we looked at 
proper dress of soccer players. 
This week we will move on to 
the coaching of boys, and how 
we can make our coaching 
sessions more professional. 

Again it starts with the 
coach, remembering that they 
are the people who can pro- 
duce players with a profes- 
siona] outlook, but should not 
‘“*kill’” the enjoyment that boys 
should experience from play- 
ing soccer. 

Try to keep in mind that 
there is a CORRECT and IN- 
CORRECT way of doing 
things, and it will take a little 
longer to show players the 
CORRECT way rather than 
the INCORRECT way 

However the job of 
correcting ‘‘bad habits’’ or IN- 
CORRECT ways, when a 


becomes a long and tedious 
job, and in some cases an im- 
possible task. 

Where will we find a senior 
coach who will have the time, 
or for that matter, can be both- 
ered to spend a lot of time on 4 
“bad habit” player, when he 
can recruit a player who has 
the “‘pro’’ outlook, and works 
the CORRECT way? 


What I am trying to Say is 
this; that if you are coaching 
boys in the age group 8-12, you 
should concentrate on teaching 
them shills, and regard the 
competition aspect of the 
game as secondary. 


Someone once said that this 
‘‘solden age of skill learning” 
is a period in a boy’s life when 
he is sharply competitive and 
shill hungry 


one alt 
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the aim of junior coaches in 
these age groups should be to 
harness the first to the satis- 
faction of the second. 


It is still my firm belief that 
l]-a-side soccer should rot be 
played until the age of twelve. 
Up until this age boys will 
benefit more from six or eight 
a side on.a scaled down pitch, 
and a smaller size ball. 

Keeping all this in mind, you 
the coach should spend some 
time planning your session, as 
this is all part of your job. 


You may only be coaching 
your lads for three hours a 
week, so-at least plan it so that 
the boys learn something in 
that time, and please plan itso 
it will be varied and inter- 
esting. If you do this you will 
have more willing learners.
